TROTZKY 
IS 
GENEROUS. 


Leon' Trotzky, soviet minister of 


war In Russia, says that his country 
"will resist, until her last drcp of 
blood is shed, any attempt of the 
capitalist 
governments to enslave 


her." 


Trotzky said it in a speech to 100,- 


000 troops he had just reviewed at 
Moscow, and of course it was for 
the benefit of the world. 


What he meant was that he would 


send the soldiers to the front and 
let them shed the last drop of their 
blood. He is a generous old skunk, 
isn't he? 


It is a little strange that he doesn't 


try to save a little more Russian 
blood to be shed in the cause he has 
in mind. Since he and Lenine took 
charge, several million people 
in 


Russia have had to give up their 
lives before their natural time, and 


j it seems that several millions more 


are booked to go the same route. 
This is something the Russians are 
doing among 
themselves 
and

and direction of Lenine and Trotzky.

A deputation from an organization 


of 
women 
called 
on 
Secretary 


Hughes, to get him to do something 
about fostering trada with Russia.

"It is quite evident that you are 


under a serious 
misapprehension. 


There are no legal obstacles to trade 
with Russia." 


It Isn't the first time this has been

There is mighty little trade with 


Russia. But you and your neighbor 
as individuals are privileged to go 
ahead and trade all you please with 
people in that country.

Send over anything you own and sell 
it to anybody in that country; bu> 
what you please-there and have it 
shipped back here. You are as free 
to trade with a Russian as with an 
Englishman. 


But it isn't done. Possibly it Is a 


sufficient reason that the Russian 
will not pay. 
Yes, there 
may be 


something in this.

stands? Then the county could sell 
the property. 


Then, when it became necessary 


for the school board to build an- 
other school house the, board Instead 
could buy the court house from the 
county. Soon a new Jackson school 
will be needed. Some of the pupils 
who attend Jackson school are as 
near to the court house as they are 
to the present school and It would 
not be a very long walk for any of 
them. 


There has been a great deal of 


knocking aeainst the court house as 
a building, which is unjust. As a 
building it is as substantial as any 
building In the city. 
The trouble 


with It has always been that the 
rooms were not conveniently arrang- 
ed for court house purposes. It con- 
tains a great many large, well ven- 
tilated rooms In which the lighting 
is excellent. It IB much better ar- 
ranged for school purposes than as 
a court house. 


The county owns the lot on the 


east on which Is located the sher- 
iff's residence and the county jail, 
and the garage at the rear, the lot 
running clear through the block to 
Washington 
street. 
The 
sheriff's 


residence could be torn down and 
the jail building converted into an 
audltPrmm or gymnasium. The court 
house could accommodate all the 
Jackson 
school pupils and many 


more, or It could become a third 
Junior High. 


With the money derived from the 


sale of the court house the county 
would join with the city anu erect 
a building on the east side of Cen- 
tral park, facing both the park and 
Franklin street, with an arch over 
the center sidewalk leading out toi 
Franklin street. 
A building that' 


could accommodate both the city and 
the county could be erected there, 
with the jail and sheriff's residence 
on the top floor. 


The county has about $48,000 al- 


ready In the building fund. This and 
the money derived from the sale of 
the present court house and jal\ 
would enable the county to pay the* 
city a reasonable compensation for 
half the ground on which the build- 
ing would stand and also pay most 
of the county's share of the cost of 
the new building. 


The county now has no bonded in- 


debtedness. Perhaps arrangements 
could be made with the county to 
issue bonds for the payment of the 
other half of the cost, the city to 
retire the bonds as they come due. 
At any rate, there should be some 
way of financing such a building 
There should be no quarrel between 
the county and the city. The two of- 
ficial bodies, or the' three, including 
the school board, oueht to be able 
to work out a solution of the hous- 
ing problem.

He 
thought that was a big price to pay 
but he finds that lie got a big bar- 
gain. All the lumber in those build- 
ings is first class and can be used. 


He is building a new house near 


his store, using the materials 
from 


black walnut, white pine and white 
oak. 
All the sheeting is white pine 


and in this new house he is using the 
walnut and white pine for framin? 
timbers. All his studding is two bv 
six white- pine, and his joists are of 
two by ten 
white pine, all 'nil 


length. 
Such 
building 
materials 


could not be purchased now. 


GOOD WALNUT LUMBER. 


The walnut 
is so light 
in color 


that many did not 
believ« at first 


that it was real black walnut. It 
has been protected from the weather 
for years and had no chance to turn 
black. It is very hard. A small block 
was split open and 
it showed the 


glossy, silky grain possessed only by 
black walnut. 


Mr. Colbeck has enough materials 


to build one more new 
house and 


perhaps two. He is more fortunate 
than 
many wh > have bought old 


houses for the lumber in them. 
Onr> 


man who bought an old house was 
badlv disappointed. It was nearly all 
the big barn. 
The lumber In that 


barn 
cost D. A. Maffit $1.300. It Is

Mr. Baker was a minister, an in- 


structor, and possessed a great deal 
of skill as a mechanic.

County Historical society. 


INTERESTING- RECORD, 


Perhaps no more interesting man 


has ever lived in Macon county. 


He was a preacher far over half a

Macon county before Decatur was 
chartered. 


He was the first minister in Macon 


county to wear a silk hat. He was 
a chaplain In the Civil war.

IX MINISTRY. 


Mr. Baker entered the ministry In

loining the Springfield Presby- 


tery. When the Decatur Presbytery 
was formed he was transferred. For 
the first six months after entering 
the ministry he accompanied an older 
minister, who was 
a circuit rider.

week. His pay for that six months 
was only $7.50 and $2 of that proved 
to be counterfeit

Need One Building. 
Decatur, III., May t, 1922. 


Editor Review: 
It seems to be 


agreed by »11 that It Is undesirable 
\ 
to have the city offices and the 
county offices widely separated. If 
everybody Is In earnest there should 
be'a way devised whereby the sep- 
aration need be only temporary, pos- 
sibly not at all. 
' Several years ago the city paid a 
sum of money to the last of the 
Allen heirs for a quit claim deed to 
Central park with the avowed pur- 
pose of erecting a city hall at the 
east side of the park. The city still 
has the site. 


Why cannot the board of luper- 


vlsors secure from the heirs of Or- 
lando Powers a quit claim deed to 
the land on which the court house 
stands? Then the county could sell 
the property. 


Then, when It became necessary 


for the school board to build an- 
other school house the board instead 
could buy the court house from the 
county. Soon a new Jackson school 
wlll.be needed. Some of the pupils 
who attend Jackson school are as 
near to the court house as they are 
to the present school and It would 
not be a very long walk for any of 
them. 


There has been a great deal of 


knocking against the court house as 
a building, which Is unjust. As a 
building It Is as substantial as any 
building In the city. 
The trouble 


with It has always been that the 
rooms were not conveniently arrang- 
'efl for court house purposes. It con- 
tains a great many large, well ven- 
tilated rooms in which the lighting 
is excellent. It Is much better ar- 
ranged for school purposes than as 
a court house. 


The county owns the lot on the 


east on which Is located the sher- 
iff's residence and the county jail, 
and the garage at the rear, the lot 
running clear through the block to 
Washington 
street. 
The 
sheriff's 


residence could ba torn down and 
the jail building converted Into an 
auditorium or gymnasium. The court 
house could accommodate all tho 
Jackson 
school pupils and 
manv 


more, or It could become a third 
Junior High. 


With the money derived from the 


sale o£ the court house the county 
would Join with the city ano erect 
a building on the east side of Cen- 
tral park, facing both the park and 
Franklin street, with an arch over 
tho center sidewalk loading out to 
Franklin street. 
A building that 


could accommodate both the city and 
the county could be erected there, 
with the jail and sheriff's residence 
on tha top floor. 


The county has about J48.000 al- 


ready In the building fund. This anfl 
the money derived from the sale of 
the present court house and jail 
would enable the county to pay tha 
city a reasonable compensation for 
half the ground on which the build- 
Ing would stand and also pay most 
of the county's share of the cost of 
the new building.

We do want to wreck certain feat- 


ures of this service as dt Is now car- 
ried on. but not a doctor In the De- 
catur Medical society wants them 
abolished entirely. We have fought 
against our patients being enticed 
away from us by welfare station rep- 
resentatnes, and we do object to the 
attendants prescribing formulas for 
babies of parents who are able to pay 
reasonable fees for this service. Med- 
ical service Is supplied to everybody 
in such states as Russia, but we, of 


this country, 
send 
such people as 


Emma Goldman to Russia. 


SAY ONE SIDED NEWS. 


The Innuendo that has been spread 


about by newspapers anfl 
certain 


"fire eating1 individuals, accusing the 
doctors of actions little short ol bru- 
tality displays the contemptible mal- 
ice of the crassest Ignorance of the 
real Issues In this discussion. The 
newspapers may make feeble at 
tempts to defend themselves by say-

Alex Van Praag Admits Fostering Bus Business. 


Springfield, 111., May 3.—An exam- 


iner will be sent to Decatur soon by 
the Illinois 
Commerce Commission 


to look over the street car situation 
there In reference to the service on 
the Pythian Home line as a result of 
the hearing of the case of Alex Van 
Praag before the commission here 
Wednesday. 


LOSING MONEY. 


Judge C. J. Llndiy, who heard the 


case lor the commission, made this 
ruling after he had stated that Mr. 
Van Praag had not 
made a case 


which justified 
the 
commission in 


ordering a fifteen minute service on 
that line after the street car company 
had presented evidence to show that 
it had been losing money on that 
line. 


John KnowKon. of Peoria, repre- 


sented the Decatur Railway & Light 
Co. as attorney. M. L. Harry and 
Alex Van Praag were also present at 
the hearing. 


SHOWS EXPENSES. 


Mr. Harry was on the stand and 


identified a map of Decatur showing 
the different street car lines and the 
bus lines and 
offered 
a set of fig- 


ures showing the operating expenses 
per car mile and the net revenue. 


In questioning Mr. Harry the state- 


ment was brought from him that the 
car delays at railroad crossings were 
one of the most serious difficulties in 
the operation of the Pecatur street 
railway system. 


The busses, said Mr. Harry, 
are 


estimated to take away about five 
per cent of the gross revenue of the 
street car lines. 


At this point Judge Llndiy broke in 


with the statement that it was up to 
the Decatur Railway & Light Co, to 
stop the busses If they did not have 
a certificate of convenience and ne- 
cessity. 


DIDN'T EARN HALF. 


In regard to the Pythian Home line,
